Except for siattered liaiids of fugitive.- 
Turkey no longer lias any armed men on Russian 
territory. In the Poland campaign the Russians 
Iiave taken tlie oll'eiisive against the German ixisi- 
tioii at .Milawa and report the eaptiirc of a village 
oil tile road to that town. The Germans .still are 
haniiiieriiig at tlie Russian line drawn directly 
across the roads to Warsaw from the west. hut. it 
is reported, witli less force beliiiid tliem. In west- 
ern Galicia, however, where tliey have reinforced 
the .Viistrians, they have held uti the Russian ail- 

VHiiee near Gorlice. In soutliern Poland wet weather 
has interveiKsl and (Uit a stO[» to the fighting. 
Neither side is aide to move there owing to the higli 
water and the mnd. The Russians continiie to drive 
the .Vnstrians through the snow covered pas.sses of 
tile Carpatliiaus and out of Bukowina. ,V jiress 
dispatch from Costaiit inople says the former German 
cruiser Goebcii wliich now Hies the Turkish Hag. 
struck two Russian mines in tlie neighborhood of 
tile Bosplionis and was seriously damaged. It has
